"Represent” means to attend an agency proceeding, write a letter, or communicate
with an employee of an agency on behalf of someone else;

"Directly involved” means to work on personally or to supervise someone who
works on personally;

"Sporting event" means any professional or amateur sport, athletic game, contest,
event, or race involving machines, persons, or animals, for which admission tickets

"Person™ means an individual, proprietorship, firm, partnership, limited partnership,

""Salaried' means receiving a fixed compensation or benefit reserved for full-

time employees, which is paid on a regular basis without regard to the actual

number of hours worked.
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
